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INTRODUCTION 

Antony Bek was consecrated bishop of Durham on 9 January 1284, 
and remained in that See till his death on 3 March 1311. During 
the last five years of his pontificate he was also titular patriarch of 
Jerusalem. As bishop of Durham, Bek was also the secular ruler 
of the compact regalian franchise in the North of England consisting 
of the present county of Durham, and Islandshire, Norhamshire, and 
Bedlingtonshire in Northumberland: to this area he endeavoured 
to add the regalian franchises once enjoyed by the kings of Scodand 
in Tynedale and Cumberland. The acta and memoranda relating 
to this varied administration were registered, as is witnessed by 
various references in the registers of bishops Hatfield and Langley^; 
but since the exemplification on 20 September 1428 of the Auckland 
ordinances derived from it by bishop Langley^ nothing has indicated 
the whereabouts of Bek’s register. The suggestion that a fragment 
survives in the British Museum is without basis.^ The aim of the 
present collection of Records of Antony Be\ is to present a series 
of documents emanating from or received by the bishop’s chancery 
in the course of administration. 

This attempt to illustrate Bek’s diocesan and secular administra¬ 
tion of Durham is restricted by the meagreness of the surviving 
documents. Before 1300 few documents survive relating to diocesan

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activities, and after 1300 the bulk of information relates to the 
bishop’s quarrel with the convent of Durham over his rights of 
visitation. Information about secular administration must be inferred 
in the main from the royal proceedings of “Quo Warranto” in 
1293 (no. 38) and the Durham “ Charter of Liberties ” of 1303 
(no. 89). Similarly some idea of the manner in which bishop Bek 
undertook to enclose the waste land near his manors of Bishop 
Auckland, Chester-le-Street and Boldon can be gleaned from grants 
by him relating to these areas (nos. 24, 33, 34, 62, 87, 135, 142, 160 
etc.). But most of the documents concern more or less directly the 
prior and convent of Durham. 

This bias is a consequence of the loss of Durham episcopal records 
for this early period. In default of the bishop’s register, resort must 
be made to the muniments of the Dean and Chapter of Durham, 
successors of the convent, and to the national records in the Public 
Record Office, London. The convent preserved copies of confirma¬ 
tions by their priors of various grants, loans and ordinances of 
bishop Bek. Others were recorded in four of its registers and 
cartularies. In some cases, lands subsequently became capitular 
property which had formerly been granted or confirmed by bishop 
Bek, and the originals survive (nos. 36, 40). The monks also pre¬ 
served two letters of indulgence from Bek (nos. 79, 155), and a letter 
notifying his impending visitation in 1309 (no. 132). The bishop’s 
official version of his visitation of the convent of Durham in 1300 
survives only in one of the monastic registers.^ Originals by Bek in 
the Public Record Office include a letter to Edward II (no. 164) and 
a petition which cannot be dated (no. 167). There is also among 
the collection of Exchequer writs a series of mandates directed to 
the bishop as diocesan, to distrain defaulting clergy, and also as 
franchise-holder, to deliver persons and accounts at the royal 
exchequer (nos. 95, 97-8, 100, 102, 104-5). 

It is necessary therefore to derive many of the documents of this 
collection from sources concerned only indirectly with the bishops of 
Durham or with Bek in particular. There are transcripts of two 
charters and of the ordinance establishing a vicarage at Ponteland 
in the collection of Randall MSS. in the Durham Dean and Chap¬ 
ter Library. The instruments relating to Bek’s confirmation as

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bishop and his consecration at York are to be found in the British 
Museum, Lansdowne MS. 402, described as a “Register of the 
Archbishops of York Transcripts of two of Bek’s letters as 
patriarch of Jerusalem are in Lansdowne MS. 397, which also con¬ 
tains a section on his mandates as papal inquisitor into the affairs of 
the Knights Templar. Bek’s letter to the pope in favour of the 
canonisation of Robert Grosseteste, bishop of Lincoln, survives in 
a roll of notarial transcripts among the muniments of the Dean 
and Chapter at Lincoln; and there are similar stragglers elsewhere. 

Where however documents relating to Bek are incorporated in 
major collections, such as the papal registers, the archiepiscopal 
registers of York and Canterbury, and the royal records of the Charter, 
Patent and Close Rolls, they have already been published in extenso 
or in calendared form. It has been impossible to ignore these in a 
collection illustrating from original sources the administration of 
the bishopric of Durham under bishop Bek. To prevent unneces¬ 
sary duplication therefore, such published documents as bear on 
Bek’s diocesan administration have been indicated by brief calendar¬ 
ing. The major exception to this rule concerns the York registers, 
already printed by the Surtees Society. The contents of these have 
been omitted, except where the bishop appears as a contracting party, 
as in the agreements with archbishops Romeyn and Corbridge.^ 
Other records relating to the bishop’s secular jurisdiction are mosdy 
derived from royal sources, already in print in calendar form. Here 
the original entries have generally been examined, and, according 
to the accuracy of the printed calendar, a longer or shorter version 
has been given here. There are three exceptions to this. The two 
charters granted by Bek to Roger Pychard in 1310 and confirmed by 
Edward II the same year are given in extenso because of their local 
interest and the fact that the printed calendar omits the names of 
the witnesses. Similarly the Durham “Charter of Liberties”, 
although already printed fully in the Registrum Palatinum Dunel-

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mense from bishop Kellawe’s register, has been repeated here from 
the version on the dorse of the Close Roll for 1303.® Both versions 
are copies of the original, the royal copy being slightly earlier. The 
justification for this duplication is in various errors both in spelling 
and editing to be found in the version printed in the Registrum? \ 
and there is some additional interest in the manifest difference in 
the French used by the Durham chancery scribe and the royal 
chancery clerk. 

Before proceeding to any further explanation of the method of 
presenting this collection of documents it seems desirable to 
emphasise the method of selection. No attempt is made here to 
present a complete list of all documents in which Bek is mentioned 
or to which he was a party. Each document in these Records 
relates to Bek as administrator of the bishopric of Durham.® 
Numerous mandates directed to Bek in other capacities, e.g. as king’s 
councillor, have therefore been excluded. Commissions for the 
bishop to act as plenipotentiary of Edward I in Norway,® to negoti¬ 
ate the marriage of prince Edward with Margaret, the Maid of 
Norway, thus have no place. Nor is there reference to other foreign 
embassies, including an abortive one of 1298 to pope Boniface VIII, 
cancelled because Edward had too great need of the bishop at 
home.^® Other notable omissions are Bek’s commission to act as 
regent in Scotland in 1290“ : and the suit heard in the King’s Court 
wherein Edward I sued John le Romeyn, archbishop of York, for 
presuming to excommunicate bishop Bek while the latter was on the 
king’s service and actually within the royal presence when the 
notification of sentence was made to him. The reason for this last 
omission is the fact that Bek was not legally a party to the suit. 
Although the description of the bishop of Durham as earl palatine 
first occurs here, the style had no precise legal significance in 
England. Moreover, the case has been printed in extenso in the 
Rotuli Parliamentorum, I, 102-5, calendared from the Close

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Roll.^^ Various personal letters to Bek from the archbishop are to 
be found in the register of Robert de Winchelsey of Canterbury/^ 
Papal commissions authorising Bek to assist papal nominees in 
England or to intervene in the affairs of minor priories have also 
been omitted/^ 

The documents above mentioned are all accessible in print. But 
there is another class of records as yet unpublished which, although 
emanating from Bek’s chancery, is not included in the present 
collection because it throws no light on his administration of 
Durham. It includes a series of four letters from the bishop to John 
de Langton, the king’s chancellor, of which three are recommenda¬ 
tions on behalf of the bearer and the fourth concerns the presentation 
of John de Merkynfeld to the church of Algar in the diocese of 
Lincoln.There are also two notes, one to the prior of Durham 
and the other to John de Kirkby, bishop of Ely, obscurely referring 
to the dispute between the churches of York and Durham. These 
are so brief as to be barely intelligible without copious footnotes for 
which they give insufficient justification.’^® Apart from these letters, 
there are various grants made by or to the bishop of land outside 
the diocese, omitted as being in the nature of private transactions. 
These include the series whereby Bek obtained from sir William de 
Vescy the manor of Eltham in Kent in 1295; secured the dower 
rights therein of Isabella de Vescy by granting her the manor of 
Scoreby in Yorkshire; and finally bestowed Eltham on Edward, 
prince of Wales, ten years later.Two concern his purchase of the 
manors of Ford and Midhurst in Sussex.’® Others concern land in 
Hertfordshire, Kent, Yorkshire and Roxburghshire.’^ There is also 
an interesting document of 4 July 1286 whereby Robert Burnel, 
bishop of Bath and Wells, Antony Bek, bishop of Durham, sir John 
de Bohun and mr. William of Louth, archdeacon of Durham, joined

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in guaranteeing the grant made by sir John de Rodes to Robert and 
Pain Tibetot of the manors of Langar and Barnstone in Nottingham¬ 
shire, with compensation of 500 marks in case the bargain could not 
be upheld in law.““ Three documents concern the bishop’s personal 
and traditional interest in Lincolnshire, namely his confirmation to 
Kirkstead abbey of grants made to it by his ancestors and by his 
brother, sir John Bek; his presentation of Peter le Beschu to the 
bishop of Lincoln for institution to the priory of Covenham^^; and 
his ratification of the transference of this cell of Covenham from the 
foreign abbey of St. Calais to Kirkstead abbey.^^ 

The scope of the collection having been briefly indicated, a few 
words may be added to explain more fully the method of presenta¬ 
tion. As noted above, few of these “Records” survive in their 
original form. In the main they are contemporary or later copies, 
made by way of confirmation, for purpose of reference, or from 
antiquarians’ interest. For the sake of clarity, the document con¬ 
cerning Bek has normally been extracted from its setting, which has 
been fully noted in the reference to sources at the foot of each item 
printed here.^^ Where there are several versions of one document, 
the earliest version has been taken as the basis of the printed text, 
except in the case of the Lanchester and Chester ordinances (nos. 3, 
6), where the spelling of places in the latest version, written in 
Durham, has been preferred to the spelling of the earlier royal and 
papal confirmations. The Durham scribe of the early fifteenth 
century would have better knowledge of the names of the hamlets 
involved than the contemporary but “ foreign ” clerk of the royal 
or papal chancery. Any unusual point of editing is noted in the 
respective note on sources. To prevent undue repetition, where a 
document presented here in extenso uses common formulae, enough 
has been left to identify the phrase, and the rest has been omitted. 
The omission is indicated by dots. Two of the documents included 
(nos. 112, 138) lack modern class-marks. Their reference, given in

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brackets, is to the original medieval numbering on their dorse.^'^ 
No comment has been made on any seals attached to documents 
since the few that survive have been fully described in the exhaustive 
account of Durham Seals by W. Greenwell and C. H. Hunter Blair. 

Various documents which cannot claim to pertain to Bek’s 
Durham administration yet which throw necessary, vivid, light on 
it, have been included in four appendices. The first of these is the 
election roll of Antony Bek.^^ Being a full record, the roll indicates 
the routine of election together with the ordinary precautions taken 
by the Durham monks in case of difficulties emerging thereafter. 
Among various letters is the request to the archbishop of York to 
confirm the elect; counterbalanced by a similar request to the pope 
made “ because the archbishop is under sentence of excommunica¬ 
tion ”. In a similar fashion, the king is asked to assent to Bek’s 
election; but another letter to the king requests a further licence to 
elect, assuming that Bek has refused the nomination. Some of the 
documents enrolled here appear veritable duplicates, so fine is the 
distinction between the powers that they convey to the proctors of 
the prior and convent. 

So important an event in the routine of the convent as the election 
of a bishop was naturally noted in the monastic annals; and since 
a roll of the necessary documents was available, many of them were 
incorporated into it in full. The chronicler of this date, however, 
was largely interested in compiling a reference-book of precedents. 
Notifications of a specific event were of less use to him than letters 
of proxy, which could be copied in similar circumstances. As a 
result, the account of Bek’s election as given in Durham Annals 
(S.S. 155), edited by Dr. Barlow, is in effect an abridgment of the 
roll, omitting the letters of notification to the archbishop of York, 
the pope, the general public, the elected archdeacon^® and the king. 
The roll appears to have been compiled contemporaneously with the 
issue or receipt of the document concerned. One hand inscribes 
the memorandum of Insula’s death, the request to Edward I for

licence to elect, the royal permission and the summons to the election. 
Another includes the “ acta ” of election. A third covers the letters 
of notification (dated 13-14 July 1283), which are included within one 
membrane; and a fourth hand deals with the powers of proxy 
issued on 26 July 1283, also included in one membrane. The three 
parchments are sewn together, head to foot, with a space of 2^4 in. 
blank at the end of the final membrane. The roll is undoubtedly 
prior to the annals, which represent a skimming of the original 
collection with an eye possibly to a formulary, for the dates of the 
documents there are generally omitted and the addresses drastically 
curtailed. Under these circumstances the order of the roll has been 
followed, irrespective of the vagaries of the annals, but where a 
document of common form has been printed by Dr. Barlow it has 
been briefly calendared here, with a reference to the Durham Annals. 

As for the remaining appendices, the second repeats with additions 
the tale of nos. 66-70, but this time from the point of view of the 
prior and convent.^^ The accounts are complementary, for both 
sides presented a legally sound case, omitting the equally legal 
counter-measures of the other. The case of the convent is better 
known, however, through the chronicle of Robert de Graystanes.^® 

The plea between Guy de Beauchamp and the bishop over the 
harrying of Middleton in Teesdale is selected for the third appendix. 
It gives significance to the terms of the restoration of the liberty of 
Durham by Edward II to Bek (nos. 121, 125, 148). These terms 
were modified as gradually the king became less willing to attend 
to grievances of the earl of Warwick, who was able to bring his case 
against the bishop to court only subsequent to the storm which 
resulted in the Ordinances of 1311. This suit displays both the 
theory that the men of Durham might not be impleaded outside the 
liberty in cases arising within that franchise, and the practical 
significance of this theory. Although the sheriff of Northumberland 
was ordered by the royal writ “ non omittas propter libertatem ” to 

In regard to this appendix it should be noted that the present system of reference 
to Durham Miscellaneous Charters is not always fully accurate. That is, certain 
numbered charters in fact contain several items. As this class of document was 
formed only during the last century, most of its items have a medieval classification 
on their dorse. Where an item is given from one of the “ collective ” charters, this 
internal, medieval, reference is given also for precision. 

Scnptores Tres (S.S. 9), pp. 75-7. 
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enter the liberty to secure the attendance of the Durham defendants 
in the case, notwithstanding the claims of immunity advanced by 
the bishop, in fact the minor defendants did not appear in court 
without Bek, and the case had to be dropped in their default some 
years after the death of the bishop. Another case also involving 
Durham litigants in the king’s court is sufficiently represented by 
the writ of Edward II ordering the bishop on 3 June 1308 to show 
justice to John son of John of Durham (no. 127). Its endorsement 
represents the bishop’s defence in court. John eventually failed to 
appear to prosecute his case before the king, and the bishop won 
by default.The termination of yet another suit before the king 
is indicated in no. 123. John son of John de Maidenstane tried to 
secure his paternal inheritance of Thorpe Thewles in the bishop’s 
court before 1302. The case was defended by Avelina, widow of 
Robert of Thorpe Thewles, who claimed her dower rights in the 
manor both there and in the king’s court, where she vouched the 
bishop to warranty. The courts accepted the allegation that John 
was a bastard and declared in favour of the claims of lawful owner¬ 
ship advanced by Maidenstane’s sisters (John’s aunts). John peti¬ 
tioned in parliament at Westminster in 1306 that action be taken on 
his behalf, since the archbishop of Canterbury had certified his 
legitimacy, whereon a royal commission of oyer and terminer was 
sent to Henry de Guldeford, Thomas de Shefeld and Henry Scrop’ 
to consider the matter within the liberty. These justices however 
had no powers to instruct the sheriff of Durham, who would execute 
orders only If authorised by the Durham chancery.^” No final 
settlement can have resulted from this litigation, for on 5 March 
1308 John quit-claimed to the bishop all his rights in Thorpe 
Thewles.^ ^ 

Finally, the fourth appendix contains two of the rare mandates 
of Bek as patriarch of Jerusalem. They are derived from a common¬ 
place book of John de Wessington, prior of Durham (1416-46).^^ 
Only mandates concerning the English activities of Bek as patriarch, 
i.e. as inquisitor against the Knights Templar, have been included 
in the body of the present collection. Besides the two mandates

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printed here as Appendix D there is little evidence o£ other, 
European, interests displayed by Bek as patriarch, except the 
presentation by him o£ James de Vico, canon o£ Perigueux, to the 
church o£ St. Leonard o£ Casagensulis in the diocese o£ Alatri, in his 
patronage as patriarch. This grant is known £rom its confirmation 
by Clement V at the instance o£ Nicholas de Vico, his master usher 
{magistri ostiarii).^^ Un£ortunately there is no means o£ dating 
precisely either mandate, except as £alling within Bek’s brie£ patri¬ 
archate between 26 February 1306 and 3 March 1311. From the 
re£erence to Leonard, patriarch o£ Constantinople, in the appoint¬ 
ment o£ Hugh Burgetti as bishop o£ Samaria, it is probable that 
this document is no later in date than 1308, when Leonard’s 
successor was appointed. Burgetti is not to be £ound in any lists o£ 
bishops o£ Samaria, the names o£ whom are virtually unknown £or 
this period. 

The Index has been compiled not only as a guide to persons and 
places in the collection o£ records but also as a brie£ summary o£ the 
development o£ local place names, with early variations inserted 
a£ter the modern spelling. Variations naturally are confined to 
those occurring within this text. By cross-re£erences an attempt has 
been made to list the holders o£ various offices within the diocese. 

It remains £or me to acknowledge the kindness and assistance 
that I have received while editing these documents. In particular 
I wish to thank the Dean and Chapter o£ Durham £or permission to 
search and use their muniments and library. I am especially grate- 
£ul to Dr. J. Conway Davies, who has allowed me £acilities to work 
on these documents, advised me on the suitability o£ documents £or 
inclusion and criticized the proo£s. I also owe to his good offices 
the transcripts o£ letters £rom Bek in the Vatican Archives, Rome, 
and the muniments o£ the Dean and Chapter o£ Lincoln. Finally, 

I wish to thank Mr. H. S. Offler £or his valued help, and his patience 
in untangling Latin which might otherwise have become more than 
medieval in its obscurity. For any errors which remain I must 
accept sole responsibility.

a collegiate church at Lanchester. 

Where there is an abundance it is convenient and beneficial to 
disperse some of it to less fortunate areas, and it is honourable for a 
church to provide for many to serve it. The church of Lanchester 
in the diocese of Durham is vacant by the death of mr. Alexander 
de Aluerton, lately rector, and by right of patronage the bp. deputed 
mr. John de Craven, priest, as keeper (defensor) of the church, to 
preserve its temporalities and spiritualities during this vacancy. The 
appointment was dated from Middleham on 25 March 1284. Subse¬ 
quent to discussions with the keeper and others it was decided that 
the parish of Lanchester was extensive and its revenues sufficient to 
maintain more clerks, in which indeed it was deficient, to celebrate 
divine office and to provide more diligent cure of souls. Further¬ 
more there were lacking in the diocese lawyers and councillors to 
aid the bp. in the arduous affairs of his church. Having heard all 
arguments the bp., with the consent of his chapter of Durham and 
of the keeper of Lanchester, ordained that henceforth Lanchester 
should be a collegiate church with a deanery and seven prebends. 
The dean would be perpetual, in priestly orders, bearing full responsi¬ 
bility for cure of souls, and in continuous residence. He was to 
supply two suitable chaplains, in the habit of canons’ vicars, to assist 
him in the cure. He must bear all ordinary expenses of the church, 
maintaining and repairing the chancel when necessary, but was not 
obliged to undertake new construction. He was to provide for 
services at the chapels of Esh (Esse), Medomsley (Medmesley) and 
Healeyfield (Heley) in seemly manner. In return he would receive 
all altar offerings at Lanchester and the said chapelries, namely, 
mortuaries, tithes of wool, lambs, milk, calves, foals, hens, geese,' 
piglets, flax, hemp, hay and all minor and personal tithes, together 
with the revenues of demesne lands and fields, services, rents and 
courts of tenants of the church, with pensions from Collierly 
(Colyrley) and Satley (Sateley). Similarly he should have the messu¬ 
ages pertaining to the chapels with their courts (curiis) and lands, 
saving to the prebendaries some portion of floor (area) to store their 
grain. As for the prebendaries holding the first three prebends, they 
should find each a chaplain at their own expense as vicar, the remain- 
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ing four to have a single vicar in holy orders; and these vicars should 
serve the church in canonical dress and recite the psalms according 
to the use of York or of Sarum. These also should perform the 
duties of hebdomadary in accordance with rank and with the instruc¬ 
tions of the dean, who has sole authority for the care of the parish, 
controls the choir and punishes wrongdoers.

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Now by the mediation of Antony, bp. of Durham, it pleased John 
[le Romeyn], William’s immediate successor, for himself and his

Finally, 
they are to copy these letters and certify the pope of their perform- 
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ance. (2) to all the faithful. The pope expounds the desirability 
and necessity of a crusade. Edward, king of England, who has 
already risked his life in the Holy Land, is prepared to leave his 
kingdom at the appointed term, 24 June 1293. The pope, by virtue 
of the authority of God and saints Peter and Paul, promises a full 
indulgence for their sins to those setting out at their own expense, 
and to those, who, while not attending personally, yet pay for a 
substitute. Those who go at another’s expense, or make a partial 
contribution, grant, or any assistance, or bequeath their property 
to the cause, are taken under papal protection and no usury is to 
be exacted from them The diocesans are also to absolve them from 
sentences of excommunication for minor causes.

37. Jan. i2g^. Bp. Aticl{land. Ordinances of bp. reconstitut¬ 
ing the collegiate church of St. Andrew Auckland. 

It is the duty of a pastor to provide not only for the temporal ease 
of his church but also for the increase of divine worship whereby 
the faithful are roused to greater fervour. The collegiate church 
of St. Andrew Auckland, within the diocese and dependent on the 
bp., has abundance of prebends and means, yet hitherto none of its 
canons or prebendaries has resided in that church or even substi¬ 
tuted a deputy, alleging that there are no houses or suitable spaces 
(areas) where dwellings could be built. After careful consideration 
and with the consent of mr. Robert de Alburwyk, the perpetual 
vicar, and of all the canons and prebendaries there, the bp. ordains 
that a prebend worth ;/^io be formed from the tithes of new assarts 
both beyond the river Gaunless within the bp’s, forest, and this side 
the Gaunless in Widehope moor (Wydopmore),^ these tithes per¬ 
taining to the bp. by law and custom. Also, since a title adds to 
importance, the style of vicar hitherto used in the church is to be 
changed to dean. Mr. Robert, lately vicar, is now to be dean, as

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will be his successors, and to increase their honour the new prebend 
from the tithes of assarts is annexed to the deanery. The dean and 
his successors will enjoy all the offerings, lands, rents, rights and 
liberties formerly held by the vicars. They will reside continuously 
as the care of office requires, and will provide the chapel of the 
bp’s, manor of Auckland with a priest to celebrate Mass daily for 
the bp., his predecessors and successors. They will also provide 
priests and other fit clerks as before to serve the greater church and 
its chapelries, from which they derive profit. To end the excuse 
of the canons of the church who neither resided nor troubled to 
appoint vicars or other clerks to serve for them, although their 
prebends had sufficient means, the bp. assigns a space {area) to the 
south of the church among the canons for building new dwellings, 
and orders them to build “ honourable ” houses on the appointed 
lots within two years. Any canon not personally resident must have 
a suitable vicar who will be present daily in canonical dress for 
psalms, hours, processions and Masses, and will officiate decently at 
these. Furthermore, as the ox should not be muzzled which treads 
the corn,^ and those who serve the altar should be partakers with 
the altar,^ the bp. ordains that the first five canons, namely mr. 
Robert Avenell, Walter de Langton, Geoffrey de Vezano, John 
de London, mr. Adam de Brempton and their successors in their 
prebends, shall each have as vicar a priest receiving 5 marks a year 
from their receipts. Four other canons, namely mr. John de Lacy, 
Richard de Insula, John de Witham and Alan de Kyrkham, shall 
each have as vicars a deacon receiving 40s. a year as stipend. The 
remainder shall have as vicars subdeacons or other suitable clerks 
each receiving an annual stipend of 30s.^ The vicars are to be paid 
at the four terms usual in the diocese. They are to be presented 
by the canons or prebendaries to the dean who is to accept them 
provided they are suitable. Shall any vicar die or be removed 
for any cause, the canon or prebendary of whom he was vicar shall

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present another within a month, in default of which the dean will 
appoint one for the remainder of the year. The bp. ordains that all 
canonical hours be sung in the choir throughout the year, and dean, 
vicars and other ministers shall observe the psalmody according 
to the use of York or Sarum. High Mass for the day is to be sung 
daily at the third hour (9 a.m.) by the assembled vicars and other 
ministers. The Mass of the Blessed Virgin is to be celebrated 
solemnly at a suitable hour by the above mr. Adam de Brempton or 
his vicar, and by his successors after him.^ Those priests appointed 
by the dean to undertake the cure of the parish and other servants 
{ministri) of the church shall conform in dress to the canons’ 
vicars. Each of the canons’ vicars must act as hebdomadary in 
accordance with his rank and the instruction of the dean who, just 
as in the care of the parish, so in the order of worship, corrects, 
controls the choir and punishes wrongdoers. The bp. wills that 
matins be said at early morning for the parishioners. So that no 
dispute arise concerning the order of seating or proceeding, the bp. 
reserves for himself and his successors the first stall on the south. 
The dean shall have the first place on the north. Canons with 
priestly vicars shall have the next places on either side according to 
their rank; followed by canons with diaconal vicars; and lasdy those 
whose vicars are subdeacons or other clerks; and the canons will 
keep the same order in procession. This ordinance is made with 
the consent of the chapter of Durham, of the said mr. Robert and 
the other fellow-canons, and is to be observed in perpetuity, saving 
the authority of the church and bps. of Durham. Sealed at AuJ{- 
land on morrow of octave of Epiphany, 12^2 and c.n.

The king instructs Hugh de Cressingham by writ of 6 June 1293 
that since A. bp. of Durham has replevied till quindene of Michael-

mas his liberties and those of his men taken into the king’s hand by 
the royal justices itinerant in North’land, Hugh is to send the 
record of the process to the king for his further information. Cress- 
ingham sends the record of himself and fellow-justices as follows: 

The sheriff [of North’land] testifies [to the justices] according 
to the form of the statute of Gloucester that there are several mag¬ 
nates in that county using franchises which they have not claimed, 
and the justices desire further information by inquisition of 12 jurors 
from the county beyond Coquet {Co\et) and 12 jurors from this side 
Coquet. These present that the bp. of Durham was accustomed to 
meet by his bailiffs the royal justices itinerant on their entry of the 
county at Chylewell or Fourstones (Fourstanes) or Quakendebrigge, 
according to their approach, and later came before them at New- 
casde on the first day of eyre. At both these meetings the bailiffs 
sought the justices’ articles of pleas of the Crown, and had done from 
time immemorial till the time of bp. Insula, who had refrained from 
the last eyre. The bp. had his own chancellor and pleas were enter¬ 
tained by his writ before his own justices in his liberties of Durham, 
Sadberg, and Bedlington within the county (of North’land) this 
side Coquet, and in his liberty of Norham within the county beyond 
Coquet. He had his own mint at Durham. He had his own 
coroners, namely one in Sadberg, three in the three wards of the 
liberty of Durham, one at Bedlington and one at Norham. After 
an eyre was ended at Newcasde the bp. heard by his justices at 
Durham all pleas of the Crown within the liberty and all other pleas 
according to English law and the articles of eyre delivered to him; 
and similarly within the other liberties. He had gallows at Durham 
and Norham, with infangenetheof and utjangenetheoj\ market and 
fair at Durham, Darlington and Norham. At Norham he held pleas 
of the Crown at fortnightly or three week intervals at will and might 
employ the process of outlawry if men did not appear; and if out¬ 
laws returned he could pardon them at pleasure. He had created 
warren at Tweedsmouth (Twedemuth) where it had previously been 
unrestricted, and might grant warren at will throughout his liberties. 
His bailiffs at the head of Berwick bridge examined all men coming 
with wool, hides or pells for sale and seized such as were without 
the “ cocket ” seal as forfeit to the bp. 

Also there were various magnates and others within the bp’s. 
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liberties using divers franchises. The pr. of Durham enjoyed 
infangenetheof for all his lands within the liberties and had half the 
chattels of all felons condemned within his court. He had assizes 
of bread and ale in Elvet (Elmete) and half of wreck on his land. 
John, king of Scotland, held at Barnard Castle within the liberties 
market and fair, pillory and tumbrel, gallows and injangenetheof, 
and chattels of felons condemned in his courts. He also had free 
chace and free warren in all his lands within the liberties of the bp. 
Agnes de Valence had gallows and injangenetheof at Gainford 
{Geneford) in the liberty, with chattels of felons condemned in her 
court. She had warren in her lands. Robert de Brus had at Hartle¬ 
pool (Hertelpol) within the bp’s, liberty market and fair, assizes of 
bread and ale, and liberties pertaining to a market, fair and sea-port. 
He took keelage, namely 8d. from every ship with a boat plying 
there, and from every ship without boat; and had prises of fish. 
Free chace and free warren were enjoyed within the bp’s, liberty by 
Ranulph de Neville at Brancepeth (Brauncepath). Robert de Hilton, 
Guichard de Charrun, John Marmeduc, Henry de Insula, Walter de 
Wessington and John de Gildeford each had warren in all their 
lands within the bp’s, liberty. John de Greystok had at ConisclifTe 
(Cunisclyve) gallows, injangenetheof and chattels of felons con¬ 
demned in his court there, with warren in all his lands within the 
bp’s, liberty. 

The jurors also presented that the bp. of Durham had the right 
if any of his men were taken within North’land at the suit of another 
within the bp’s, liberty, his bailiff might replevy him to have him 
at the bounds between the body of the county and the liberty of 
Norham at Holburn (Holdenburne), where the latter would be tried 
{stabit legi). Similarly any from North’land would be replevied by 
the sheriff of North’land and be tried similarly at the same place. 

The whole county testified that all bps. of Durham from time 
immemorial had met the itinerant justices with their bailiffs on their 
entry into the county at the above three places and sought their 
articles of the Crown etc. Bp. Insula had not sought these from 
J[ohn] de Vallibus and his fellows in the last eyre but Nicholas de 
Farlham {sic), late bp., had sent bailiffs or his steward to meet the 
ab. of Peterborough during the reign of Henry III. Walter de 
Kirkham, late bp., had met Roger de Turkelby during that reign. 
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as had Robert de Stichehill met Gilbert de Preston. The rolls of the 
last eyre witnessed that the king of Scodand, the archbp. of York, 
the bp. of Durham and Gilbert de Umfraunvill should meet the 
justices by their bailiffs to seek the articles of the Crown. The sheriff 
testified that he had publicly notified all in the manner prescribed in 
the writ of common summons of eyre and the Statute of Gloucester 
of the need of users to claim their franchises, and that the bp. had 
not claimed them on the first day of eyre or subsequently, nor had 
the pr. of Durham and other tenants of the bp. Since these fran¬ 
chises were within the body of the county, the justices ordered the 
sheriff to seize them into the king’s hand as distress till the users 
replevied them and answered for them to the king; and on the 
morrow of Trinity (25 May 1293) the sheriff testified his per¬ 
formance of this. 

Thereupon the bp. begged king and council for the record to be 
examined for errors to be amended. He claimed that Hugh and his 
fellow-justices had exceeded their powers in proceeding to seize the 
liberties of the bp. and his men into the king’s hand, even in view 
of the Statute of Gloucester. It was clearly stated in the Statute of 
Gloucester and in the writ of common summons of eyre that all with 
any franchises within the county in which the royal justices were 
itinerant should claim these before them on the first day of eyre. In 
addition, the sheriff was to proclaim the eyre throughout his baili¬ 
wick. From time immemorial it had been widely known that the 
sheriff of North’land was not sheriff of Durham nor entered within 
that liberty as sheriff nor entered to perform anything pertaining 
to the office of sheriff even in Norham, Bedlington and Sadberg, 
parts of the liberty, nor made there proclamations or attachments. 
Neither the king nor his officers (ministri) had power to enter these 
liberties except in time of vacancy of the bpric. Nor had the justices 
authority to overstep the bounds of the county in which they were 
itinerant, nor might they authorise the sheriff of a county in which 
they were itinerant to exercise his office in another county. The 
proclamation of the eyre in co. North’land by that sheriff was not 
valid beyond his bailiwick; and he had no right to proclaim it within 
the liberty of Durham or its members. By virtue of the sheriff’s 
proclamation in his bailiwick the said justices had seized the liberties 
of the bp., his church and men, into the king’s hand although they 
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were not in the competence of the sheriff: a manifest injury to the 
bp. and his church of Durham. Moreover the bps. of Durham 
from time immemorial had all regalian rights and liberties with¬ 
in their franchises of Durham and its members; with a chan¬ 
cery, a chancellor issuing writs from this throughout these liberties, 
their own justices, sheriffs, coroners and other officers of the crown 
and peace, who were appointed at the bp’s, will since the time of 
the Conquest and before without interruption till the present. The 
bp. sought that the king and council, in view of this, would amend 
the error of the said justices. Having heard the record and the 
arguments of the bp., the king and council allowed that the seizure 
of the liberties of the bp., his church and men, was in error.

great expense. The bp. has petitioned Boniface VIII that the church 
is in a solitary place, near the borders of England and Scodand, 
wherefore there are many dangers and it is difficult to find rectors 
who will stay there to serve the church personally. The pope grants 
that the church may be appropriated for the use of the bp’s, table on 
the death or resignation of the present rector; and a vicarage be 
instituted.

and barons of his following {comitivd). After discussion between 
the bps. and the king, the latter is pleased to speak with them on 
various matters which seem good to the bps. These request the 
addressees in virtue of their concern for the state of the kingdom, its 
inhabitants and the church of England and especially in view of the 
dangers of discord between the king and the addressees, that they 
come to some agreement. The bps. advise a speedy meeting at 
Waltham, Barking, Stratford or another suitable place near London, 
and ask to be informed by the bearer of the place and day decided 
for negotiation.

Concord between bp. and 
archbp. of Yor\ regulating disputes between the two Sees (bp’s, 
version). 

Thomas [de Corbridge], archbp. of York and A. bp. of Durham 
having met at Stillingfleet (Stivelingflet) on 6 Nov., discussed means

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of preventing certain appeals to the pope from the bp. or his com¬ 
missaries and his adherents against the archbp. or his official, which 
might cause dissension between the two churches. Remembering 
the evils arising from suits during the time of archbps. William de 
Wykewane and John Romanus, as compared with earlier concord, 
they agreed to try to revert to the conditions of earlier times. They 
met the next day for further deliberation with their council and 
clerks, when the bp. agreed to put aside present discords and for the 
future, for himself and his successors, to be content with the state 
enjoyed by bps. of Durham before the time of archbp. Wickwane.^ 
The bp. withdraws all appeals to the pope against Thomas, archbp. 
of York, his official of the court of York or his commissaries, and 
nullifies all citations, suits and sentences which might derive from 
these. Should any unprecedented case arise involving the bp. and 
archbp., their successors or their churches, the bp. agrees that this 
shall be resolved amicably between bp. and archbp. with their 
councils. If they should be unable to agree, the matter at issue shall 
be sent to the Roman Curia for speedy decision, which shall be 
accepted and observed by both parties. In the meantime nothing 
shall be attempted by either party. This agreement is not to be 
prejudicial to the status of the bp., his successors or their church as 
it existed in the time of archbp. Walter Giffard and his prede¬ 
cessors. The bp. promises to secure the assent of his chapter, but 
will observe the agreement during his life-time even without it. 
He renounces any letters prejudicial or public instruments contrary 
to this concord.

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81. Feb. 1^02. Lateran, Rome. Citation from pope Boniface 

VIII for bp. to appear to answer charges made against him by 

the pr. and c. of Durham. 

Lately pr. Richard and the c. of Durham have petitioned the pope 
in the following sense. A. bp, of Durham had given notice of his 
intention of visiting them, and they, fearing the violation of their 
customary liberties, appealed {provocarunt) to the pope. Neverthe¬ 
less the bp. entered the church with a crowd of laymen, clerks, and 
religious of other orders, and enjoined the pr. and c. to submit to 
visitation in their presence. The pr. and c. laid before the bp, their 
exception that when bps. of Durham visited the convent they were 
accustomed to enter unaccompanied. This they offered to prove, 
and declared that they were prepared to receive the bp. only if this 
form were preserved. When the bp, refused to admit this privilege 
they appealed to the pope, whereon the bp. excommunicated the 
prior, Thomas the subprior and Richard the third prior and various 
other obedientiaries; and the pr. and c. appealed to the pope again. 
The bp. cited the pr. and c. before him for the following day to 
hear sentence; when mr. Robert, dean of Auckland, and mr. John 
de Lascy, clerk, as bp’s, commissaries, unjustly deprived the pr. and 
other monks of their offices and provided others to their positions, 
except that of prior; whereupon the pr. and c. appealed again to the 
pope and to the archbp. of York for protection. Nevertheless the bp, 
sequestered all goods of the pr. and c., deputing his own keepers 
and forbidding these to answer in any way to the pr. and c. He also 
confined the pr. and monks in their convent, prevented entry of food, 
broke down their water conduit, smashed their millstones and leats, 
and imprisoned their lay servants, thus trying to put an end to any 
obedience to the prior. Meanwhile the official of York accepted 
their appeals and decreed that pending the suit nothing should be 
done to their prejudice: but the bp. forbade any of his subjects 
(subditis) to accept any letters from the archbp, or court of York 
under pain of privation for clerks and perpetual banishment for 
laity. The bp. not only disregarded the order of the archbp. to 
attempt nothing prejudicial while the case was pending, but also 
summoned before him certain monks of the house [of Durham], 
conspirators, and induced them to elect another prior. When these 
could not agree the bp, appointed Henry de Luceby, a pseudo-monk 
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of the house, to be prior “ de facto ”, and, the pr. and monks being 
powerless to resist, he entered the cloister by armed force, having 
broken the doors. The pr. and certain of the chapter fled to their 
stalls in the church, where they remained for three days without 
food or drink. On hearing this, the archbp. ordered the bp. to 
restore things to their former state and to do nothing while the 
appeals were pending. But the bp. declared that: “ nec pro papa, 
nec pro rege, nec eciam pro archiepiscopo vel aliquo alio dimitteret 
quin in hac parte suum propositum adimpleret.” For this dis¬ 
obedience the bp. and Luceby were excommunicated by the archbp., 
yet the bp. sacrilegiously imprisoned the prior and John de Castro- 
bernardi and Hugh Mohaut, monks, who are said to be still detained. 
Other monks were forced by hunger, thirst and fear to proffer 
manual obedience to Luceby. Finally the bp. attempted to visit the 
house with four of his clerks^^ and tried to persuade the monks to 
renounce their earlier appeals and to admit him; but they, remem¬ 
bering their imprisoned prior, made further appeals. Luceby 
however had possession of the convent’s seal, which he used 
freely. 

For these and other injuries inflicted by the bp. and Luceby the 
pr. and c. complained to the pope; the bp’s, actions were not only 
detrimental to the church [of Durham] but also in contempt of the 
papal see, since much had been done while appeals to Rome were 
pending. The pope, wishing to remedy the afflictions of pr, and c., 
instructed the bp. to release and restore the pr. and to allow him to 
appear personally before the pope to present his case. Both bp. and 
Luceby were also cited peremptorily to appear personally within three 
months from receipt of the citation, to hear judgment.^ Neverthe¬ 
less the bp. failed to appear before the pope but sent a Henry de 
Luceby, his proctor, whose excuses were pronounced frivolous by 
the pope. Since the bp. was contumacious the pope herewith 
denounces him as suspended from episcopal office. As however he 
may wish to explain himself, the pope orders him under pain of 
deprivation to appear personally before him within six months from 
the present date, to receive judgment or show his innocence, Henry

Exemplification by mr. Andrew de Tange, notary: Durham, Loc. 7, no. 85. 
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de Luceby and Adam de Driflfeld who claim to be his proctors at 
Rome in this matter are ordered to leave the Curia within two days 
and to travel as fast as possible to notify the bp. So that the bp. 
may not allege that he knew nothing of this process, the pope orders 
these letters to be read in public audience, which is to be considered 
as effective a notification as if the bp. had heard them personally.

82. 22 June i^oi jI July 1^02. Proceedings before kjng’s council 
and parliament resulting in forfeiture by bp. of the liberty of bpric. 
of Durham. 

On 22 June 1301 A. bp. of Durham was arraigned in the king’s 
presence before the chancellor [William de Greenfield], Roger le 
Brabanzon, William de Hereford, and William Howard, justices, the 
archd. of Richmond [Gerard de Wyspains] and others in the chapter- 
house of the monks at Tynemouth on the charge that, whereas the 
king had taken the pr. of Durham, his men, lands, etc. under his 
protection, the bp. and Philip Darcy, keeper (custos) of Durham 
castle, had seized William de Brometoft, a prior’s man, at the very 
time he was exhibiting the royal letter of protection before the bp’s, 
justices, William de Brumpton, Gwychard de Charon and Peter de 
Thoresby, in Durham castle on 15 March, and were still holding him 
imprisoned on 21 June by reason of this exhibition. 

The bp. disavowed the imprisonment since he had not authorised 
it. He alleged that Brometoft was in prison when he had reached 
Durham and on enquiry Darcy, the constable, had stated that he 
was held for various trespasses, including striking the bp’s, men 
and removing goods from Durham priory. The bp. on learning that 
he was held for displaying the royal protection had ordered his 
release on manucaption, which Brometoft refused. The bp. admitted 
detaining him for a month after the true cause of imprisonment was 
known, and placed himself at the king’s good pleasure. The king 
thereon postponed decision till next parliament. The bp. was ordered 
to release Brometoft without manucaption and royal justices were 
sent to see this performed and to notify the latter to appear at the 
next parliament to give evidence. This release was made the next 
day. 
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Thereafter on i July 1302 William de Brometoft appeared in parlia¬ 
ment (at Westminster) and sought judgment on his imprisonment 
by the bp. and his officers in Durham castle despite the fact that he 
had come into the franchise of Durham with a royal protection, to 
the contempt of the king and the injury of himself. As the bp. did 
not appear on summons, Brometoft craved judgment in his default; 
whereon John de Cestre who prosecuted for the king testified that 
the bp. had been given this day to appear to answer for his trespass. 
It was beyond doubt that he had imprisoned Brometoft in virtue of 
the regalian liberty which he claimed in his bpric.; and since he 
would not come to answer the king for this imprisonment and to 
justify his regalian liberty, his franchise should be seized and remain 
in the king’s hand; wherefore he sought judgment. It was con¬ 
sidered that since the bp. held regalian liberties, for the exercise 
of these he must be regarded as a king’s officer {minister) and an 
executor of royal mandates, just as other magnates within the realm 
holding franchises. These liberties arise from royal grants, yet the 
crown is an integral whole, and therefore the liberties are inferior to 
the crown. Officers and bailiffs of the bp. by reason of the liberty 
presumed to imprison Brometoft for displaying a royal protection 
within the liberty, and the bp. had not appeared in court to hear 
judgment. The bp. had been disobedient, imprisoning by virtue of 
his regalian liberty where he should have obeyed; and he should be 
punished in that wherein he offended. Judgment therefore was that 
the liberty should be seized into the king’s hand and Brometoft 
should recover against the bp. damages, assessed by the justices at 
^20. The bp. should be seized for the imprisonment and his con¬ 
tempt etc.

83. 23 July 1^02. Anagni. Ordinance of Boniface VIII regulat¬ 
ing the procedure of bps. of Durham visiting their chapter. 

Obedience is owed to superiors even when they are correcting 
faults; while correction should be mingled with kindness. When 
lately A. bp. of Durham came to visit his chapter, of the Benedictine 
order, the pr. and c. claimed as immemorial custom of the church 
that the bp. should enter alone, without any other religious, clerks 
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or laity whatsoever; and that he should take a monk of that chapter 
to act as his notary. They petitioned the bp. to remove all clergy 
and laity from the chapter-house before commencing visitation, when 
they would be ready to admit him. When the bp. would not accept 
this, protesting that he was prepared to dismiss all save three or four 
clerks and a notary, the pr. and c. appealed to the pope. Having 
pondered the arguments of both parties Boniface VIII considers that 
the said custom is contrary to common utility, since it tends to restrict 
discovery of the truth, and it had been decreed in general council 
that there should be witnesses: a notary or two other suitable men. 
As for monks, their very profession, which debarred them from 
appearing in legal actions, as is declared in the constitutio novella, 
except in cases of heresy, made them unfitted as notaries, while they 
were not suitable to write corrections for the pr. and c. to whom they 
were subservient. In view of the fact also that it detracted from the 
dignity of the bp. to be wholly deprived of companions when visit- 
ing possibly suspect persons the pope declares the custom unreason¬ 
able. In its place, to prevent the bp. becoming burdensome, the pope 
decrees that henceforth when the bp. comes to make a visitation he 
shall be accompanied in the act by two or three honest clerks, one at 
least being a Benedictine, together with a notary: notwithstanding 
any custom or agreement to the contrary.

the administration of franchise of Durham. 

The king having resumed the franchise of the bpric. of Durham 
into his hand for divers reasons by judgement in parliament at West¬ 
minster on I July 1302^ (octave of St. John the Baptist, 30 Edw. I), 
assigned a keeper, justice, chancellor and other officers to maintain 
order and to rectify the grievances advanced by the men of the 
liberty against the bp. and his officers. These royal officers have 
settled most of the differences. Various complaints have lately been 
met by an agreement reached between bp. and commonalty before 
king and council at Durham on 28 April 1303^ (three weeks after 
Easter), while redress of others has been made by the bp. in accord¬ 
ance with the agreement, as is vouched by William de Bereford, 
Roger de Hegham, William de Ormesby and Henry de Gildeford, 
deputed to supervise this. Since all complaints have now been 
seffied, saving certain adjourned to the next parliament, the king,

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out of devotion to St. Cuthbert and of good will to the bp., is willing 
of especial grace to restore the franchise, to have and use by him 
and his successors as wholly and freely as any of his episcopal pre¬ 
decessors before the forfeiture, saving to the crown its dignity and 
rights and providing that there is full observance of the settlement 
between bp. and commonalty, decided before king and council, and 
of other redress made while the liberty was in the king’s hands. 
Otherwise it will be necessary for the king or his'heirs to intervene 
again.

concerning bp. and pr. and commonalty of Durham. 

Richard, pr. of Durham and various other men of the common¬ 
alty of the bpric. of Durham {de communitate terre Episcopatus 
Dunolmensis) presented before the king at Durham on his recent 
return from Scotland grievous complaints of injuries committed 
against them by the bp. and his officers; and these the bp. has failed 
to remedy. The king as superior lord, wishing to show ^em justice, 
adjourned them and the bp. to be before him and his council at 
York on 20 Oct. 1304 (three weeks after Michaelmas) to deliberate 
on the matter. This day the pr. and men of the commonalty came 
with the bp. before the king’s council. After long altercation it was 
agreed that two of the king’s justices, William de Bereford and 
Roger de Hegham, should go to Durham for the quindene of the 
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Purification next (i6 Feb. 1305) to hear and terminate according to 
law and the custom of those parts all long-standing suits of the prior 
and commonalty touching grievances arising either before the con¬ 
fiscation of the franchise, or during it but not then determined by 
the royal justices: for on restoration of the liberty the bp. had been 
enjoined to provide speedy justice in these pleas, otherwise the king 
would require a reason. As for complaints of injuries arising after 
the restoration, first cognizance of all pleas in that land (terra) per¬ 
tains to the bp. by reason of his lordship and liberty. Since the pr. 
and commonalty have not demonstrated sufficiendy that the bp. has 
defaulted in justice in this respect, the bp. is enjoined to hear these 
complaints before 16 Feb. 1305, and the pr. and commonalty are to 
sue before the bp. first. The bp’s, attorney is to assign them a day 
for these proceedings. He names 18 Nov. (octave of Martinmas) for 
filing of suits and 7 Dec. (morrow of St. Nicholas) for proceedings 
before the bp’s, auditors (coram auditoribus). Moreover he, together 
with Brian fitz Alan, Ralph fitz William and William le Vavassour 
give surety (manuceperunt) that if it be necessary for the king’s 
justices to remain in the bpric. beyond Septuagesima (14 Feb. 1305) 
and later, to terminate pleas and to take assizes, the bp. will freely 
grant them licence to hold assizes, notwithstanding the season of 
Septuagesima or Lent.

The bailiffs of the bp. bring the following complaints before the 
king’s council. On the seizure of the liberty into the king’s hand 
the (royal) keeper prevented the bp. having his Court Baron as 
other free men. Further, the keeper levied by distress grain worth 
;^40 and more for maintenance of the royal coroners and under¬ 
bailiffs from the bp’s, bondsmen, but from no other free men or 
villeins. He took into the king’s hands the boroughs {viles de 
Burgh’) of the bpric., namely, Durham, Darlington, and Auckland, 
with their markets and tolls; held their courts and appropriated their 
profits: with the result that the bp’s, bailiffs had been unable to 
execute two royal writs of right concerning two burgages in Durham. 
He also had taken into the king’s hand the manor of Sadberg with 
its wapentake, although it was of recent purchase from the king’s 
ancestors, quite separate from the royal franchise.

The liberty of Durham having lately been taken into the king’s 

hand for various reasons by judgment of the court of the king’s 
father, where it remained until his death, the king, though free to 
retain it during the life-time of A. patriarch of Jerusalem and bishop 
of Durham, of special grace, in honour of St. Cuthbert and from 
long regard for the bishop {sic), restores the liberty wholly 
{integraliter) to him and his successors, bps. of Durham, saving the 
rights of the Crown and cognizance of all pleas now pending unde¬ 
termined in the courts of the liberty. The king also reserves cog¬ 
nizance of a plea of trespass wherein Guy de Beauchamp, earl of 
Warwick, complains that before this restoration the bp. and his 
men harried his lands within the bpric., shordy after the death of

In accordance 
with the papal mandate issued [by the commissaries] under the seal 
of the official of London they cite all brethren of the order to be 
present before them on 16 Feb. (quindene of the Purification) in 
London to submit to enquiry.

Mandate of pat. of ferusalem and 
his fellow-commissaries to the archbp. of Yor\ to meet them in 
conference at London. 

The pat. of Jerusalem, archbp. of Canterbury and bp. of Lincoln 
address the archbp. of York in virtue of a bull of Clement V, dated 
12 Aug. 1308, directed jointly to themselves and to that archbp., to¬ 
gether with the ab. of Lagney and Sicard de Vauro, appointing them 
(no. 128^/ supra) administrators of the goods and property of the 
order of Templars in England pending the enquiry into their 
behaviour. This commission authorises them to act in person or by 
deputy as papal executors and to draw up inventories in duplicate for 
the pope’s information. They may deduct moderate expenses, but 
the remainder must be credited to the papal chamber annually. They 
are to assist in the expenses of the papal envoys sent to investigate 
the affairs of the Templars in England, Scotland, Ireland, Norway 
and Denmark. They are also to render accounts. 

In accordance with this mandate, the archbp. of York is sum¬ 
moned to meet the other commissaries for preliminary deliberation 
in London on 18 December. For safety, the original bull has not 
been forwarded, a notarial exemplification by John de Wyndesore 
having been substituted for it.

149. 12 Jan. I^10. The Grot/e, Herts. Royal mandate to the pat. 
and bp. to send the pyx of the Durham mint to the Exchequer 
for assay. 

Edward II orders the pat. and bp. to deliver his pyx of the 
Durham mint by his master moneyer to the royal Exchequer on 
16 Feb. for assay, since the royal coin of the mints of London and 
Canterbury has recently been assayed there.

150. 5 April Ijio. London. Report by pat. of Jerusalem and his 
fellow-commissaries to Clement V on their dealings with Edward 
II about the property of the Templars. 

The pat. of Jerusalem and his fellow commissaries for administra¬ 
tion of the property of the Templars in England (cf. no. 128^ supra) 
inform the pope that after delays caused by local preoccupations of 
the archbp. of York, they had met for deliberation in London.^ 
Thereafter they had made frequent attempts to bring to the king’s 
notice the pope’s order that all the goods of the Templars in England 
should be delivered to the commissaries. After difficulties and delays 
caused by the king’s involvement at that time in various notorious 
difficulties, the papal mandate was presented to the king and request 
made for the release of Templar property already seized into the 
king’s hand. Edward had asked time to deliberate, since the matter 
touched the interests of his realm (pro eo quod non tantum ipsum set 
multos proceres et fere omnes regni sui contingebant). Since then he 
had granted no audience to the commissaries, although his council¬ 
lors had been approached by them about this matter. He had finally 
given his answer through the bp. of Worcester (Walter Reynolds), his 
treasurer, and his Dominican confessor in the same terms as before: 
that he could do nothing without consulting the earls and barons 
of his realm, for reasons which the pope could understand. The 
need to institute enquiries about the Templars in their dioceses and 
other business having caused the archbp. of York and bp. of Lincoln 
1 vide no. 125 supra. ^ Cf. no. 147 supra. 
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to leave London, the remaining commissaries had tried to gain an 
answer from the king’s council, meeting in the London house of 
the Dominicans, after the king’s departure from London. Although 
the council was said to be authorised to give an answer, the coun¬ 
cillors declined to say anything in the king’s absence. The com¬ 
missaries are still waiting for Edward’s reply, in order to execute the 
papal mandate. Given by the pat. and the archbp. of Canter¬ 
bury at London, 5 April; by the archbp. of York at Cawood by 
York, 22 April; and by the bp. of Lincoln at Lincoln, 16 April 
1310.
